| & pica the guise of a “defense program,” a gigantic 
war conspiracy has been launched against the people 

who truly love their country and want to defend it. 

The United States is in grave danger today. But the 
chief enemy stands right within our gates. The foe con- 
sists of those who have declared merciless, unrelenting 
war against the living conditions of the masses of Amer- 
ican people. They are the enemy who have scrapped Amer- 
ican neutrality, given support to one side in this imperial- 
ist war and who are now plotting to take the final step 
and plunge the country openly into the conflict. 

President Roosevelt’s “defense” program pretends to 
be a program of defense and of peace. Actually, it is a 
program of war and exploitation. It-is the program of the , 
enemy within. Examine this program carefully. It is based’ 
on the un-neutral game of supporting one of the two cam 
of imperialist bandits who have turned Europe into 
bloody nightmare. It is destined to create a war scare 
with its “hysterical chatter about an invasion,” to use the 
words of Col. Lindbergh. It deliberately falsifies the mili- 
tary position of the Americas. This is proven by the testi- 
mony of military experts like Rear Admiral Harry E. 
Yarnell who says: “The Atlantic Ocean still remains a 
large body of water and the probability of plane attack 
from overseas on this country will remain remote for 
some time to come. Command of the seas is and will 
remain the primary factor in our plan of national defense, 
and so long as we have it we are safe from successful 
enemy invasion.” 

* * . 

The real objective of this “defense” program is re-. 
vealed by the talk in the press which becomes franker and 
bolder every day. “We must take over the Dutch East 
Indies. We must declare a protectorate over Canada. We 
must seize Latin America now.” Here is the war for which 
the President is preparing—aggressive, imperialist war to 
plant Wall Street’s dollar sign on foreign territory. Is it 
any wonder that for such a foreign policy, the Roosevelt 
Administration has the whole-hearted support of all sec- 
tions of American capitalism although there may be some 
disagreement on procedure? The capitalists greet the pro- 
gram with cries of delight. “Never mind the cost,” they 
shout. For they intend to make the people foot the bill— 
through lower wages, longer hours and their very blood. 
Clearly there is only one thing that this “defense” pro- 
gram is intended to defend—the profits and interests of 
Wall Street !. ‘ ‘ 


The nation’s defense is not a matter of airplanes and 
battleships alone. It is primarily a question of who is to 
direct these planes and war ships? Who is to determine 
the use to which they will be put? An Administration rep- 
resenting the capitalists who want to hurl the country 
into war, cannot be trusted with the defense of the nation. 

The defense of the country can be trusted ONLY to 
a people’s government, a government which truly repre- 
sents a coalition of the workers and farmers, solves the 
pressing domestic problems of the nation, and does not cast 
hungry eyes at ie possessions-of foreign imperialists and 
at small independént nations. Such a government must be 
fought for and built by the people. 

The people cannot register one shred of confidence in 
Roosevelt’s. government of war-makers or in its “defense” 
program. On the contrary, they must fight tooth and nail 
against this program as the greatest menace to the inter- 
ests of the country. This “defense” program, around which 
the capitalists have united, is both a preparation for entry 
into war and, at the same time, an immediate declaration 
of war against labor and the people. Wall Street and the 
Roosevelt Administration hope with this fake “defense” program to 
disperse and break up the peace forces, headed by labor through the 
CIO unions, which have spoken out vigorously up to the present 
against involvement and have been a real obstacle to the war. plans

All the common people are for the defense of this country which 
they have built with their own hands But the war-makers are 
trying to make it appear that anybody who disagrees with their 
program, is an enemy of defense and a traitor to the country. By 
putting the issue this way, the war-makers hope to terrorize large 
sections of the anti-war movement into accepting the very war pro- 
gram which they have opposed. Look at the savagery with which the 
war-makers attacked Lindbergh, one of their own imperialists, for 
speaking out of turn, even calling him a “Fifth Column” man. This 
shows what they would like to do—unless they are checked—to the 
average man in the street who is not ready to lay down his life to 
enrich the House of Morgan. 


The speed with which various labor bureaucrats like Green, Woll, | 


Dubinsky and Hillman, and the Social-Democrats rushed to cheer 
this “defense” program, serves to expose their own treachery. At the 
same time it helps to reveal the real meaning of the program. For 
are not the Social-Democrats, for example, who are so ecstatic about 
the “defense” program, also calling for immediate entrance into the 
war?

On the other hand, there are people who either are fooled by the 
talk of “defense” or who are really distrustful of Roosevelt’s program, 
but hesitate to speak out, confining themselves to an insistence upon 
labor’s rights as an integral part of any defense program. No one 
can doubt the motives of such people, especially when they express 
real determination to defend the rights of labor. But it is necessary 
to look more deeply into this question and say: 

“A trap has been set for you. If you remain silent on the mean- 
ing of the so-called ‘defense’ program, place yourself at the top of 
an inclined plane which can take you in only one direction—down into 
‘tthe dark pit of the war-makers. You may insist that the defense of 
labor’s rights must be part of the defense program. But the Admin- 
istration and the capitalists have different ideas, They will say that 
maintenance of labor standards endangers the defense of the country. 
Once you accept their premise that their program is actually our 
defense, they will proceed to demand sacrifice after sacrifice from 
labor—all in the name of the ‘defense’ of the country. Those who 
oppose such sacrifices will be hysterically labeled as traitors and Fifth 
Column agents snd every right which lehor, has won will be placed 
in jeopardy.”

Ironically enough, the man who is 
now expecting the Administration’s 
accelerated war program of alien- 
baiting and suppression of civil lib- 
erties is Attorney General Jackson 
who was hailed in some quarters 
only a few months ago as a staunch

MEXICO CITY, May 23 (UP).— 
President Lazaro Cardenas said to- 
day that any elements, internal or 
foreign, attempting to endanger 
Mexico’s “absolute neutrality” would 
be dealt with sirongly. 


Cardenas refused to comment on 
the reports of a German influx 
other than to state that general 
conditions in the country were “ab- 
solutely satisfactory.” 

He told Mexican newspapermen, 
however, not to write anything that 
might further Mexico’s enemies in 
any possible effort to use Mexico as 
a base for subversive activities. 

Cardenas said his statement was 
to be regarded as “counsel” rather 
than any warning that the govern- 
ment might be preparing to censor 
the press. He said Mexico was proud 
of its free press.

As the German army drove

News that the Germans had 
struck westward to Boulogne, only

“SERIOUS,” CHURCHILL SAYS 

Churchill said the heavy fighting 
in and around Boulogne carried im- 
plications of a “serious character,” 
adding that it was too early to de- 
termine the outcome of the battle, 
Churchill confirmed that Abbeville 
was in German hands. 


London circles said that the fall 
of Boulogne to the German Army 
would probably make Calais, the 
nearest French Channel port to 
England, untenable and would thus 
endanger any attempt to evacuate 
the Allied Army in northern France. 

British military spokesmen de- 
scribed the position of the Allied 
Army in Flanders and northern 
France as “very grave” in view @

The resolution abandoned all pre- 
tense at neutrality and declared 
that ““we welcnme all measures to 
extend material aid to the democ- 
racies” at the very moment that the 
last vestige of democracy is scrapped 
under a war dictatorship in Lon- 
don, and when even the word “de- 
mocracy” is a mockery under the 
war regime in France. 


The resolution was passed despite 
the abstention of sume delegates 
who remained in their seats during 
a standing vote. 

The résolution declared that the

“l—Reiterates its opposition to 
American participation in the war. 

“2—Approves and endorses Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's program of na-

“3—Declares its conviction that 
an essential element of national de- 
fense consists in the maintenance 
and enforcement of all legislative 
measures for the protection of the 
rights of labor, 


“4—Approves and endorses Pres- 
dent Roosevelt's foreign policy 
which permits the democracies to 
obtain material aid from this coun- 
try while it guards America against 
participation in the war.”

The famous Negro historian told 
the crowd, who came to the meet- 
ing through a heavy downpour of 
rain, that the chief problem con- 
fronting the people today was to 
protect jobs, civil liberties and to 
fight for peace.

Slim WPA Gets House OK; 
Contras ts Wi th War Budget 


Two AmendmentsAimed 
at All Militants Bars 
Communists 


(Daily Worker Washington Bureau) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May. 23.— 
The House tonight passed the ad- 
ministration’s inadequate WPA bill 
carrying an appropriation of $975,- 
Included in the measure was & 
proviso putting jt within the dis- 
cretion of the President to spend 
this amount within eight months 
instead of the full 1941 fiscal year. 

Even if the entire amount is 
spent within eight months, the ap- 
propriation will only make possible 
the same level of about 1,800,000 
WPA workers maintained this year 
as against the 3,000,000 which was 
described as a minimum by both 
the CIO and the Workers’ Alliance. 

BILLIONS FOR WAR 

This meager appropriation con- 
sharply with the 
$3,300,000,000 for the War and Navy 
Departments in bills now before 
Congress an dvirtually assured of 
passage. without important modifica- 
tions. 

At’ best, the entire WPA appro- 
priations will, come to less than a 
third of the vast sums being spent 
by the Roosevelt Administration for 
armaments and war preparations. 

The entire amount in the relief 
bill, including appropriations for the 


»Federal Security Agency and other 


bureaus, was $1,111,754,916, 
BAR MILITANTS 


Passed late this afternoon were 
two réactionary amendments to the 
WPA bill which would make it pos- 
Sible not only to throw all members 
of the Communist Party but also 
militant trade unionists and mem- 
bers of the Workers Alliance off 
the relief rolls. 


Rep. Francis Walter, Pennsylva- 
nia Democrat, introduced an amend- 
ment barring all members of the 
Communist Party from the relief 
rolis which was overwhelmingly 
passed in a voice vote. 


The only Congressmen -who ‘were 
heard voting against this amend- 
ment were Reps. Vito Marcantonio 
of New York and Mathew Dunn of 
Pennsylvania.

under which the men worked were 
cbtained by. use of “threats,” 
“force” or “other unlawful means,” 
then those contracts are not “bona- 
fide,” and do not fall within the 
“legitimate” class. | 

Judge Hulbert quoted the clauses 
in the two acts exempting labor, 
and read extensive sections of the 


Norris : pennant Anti-Injunction 
Act which exempt labor unions from 
suits. 


The latter act states categorically 
that no organization should be held 
responsible for acts of its officers, 
agents or members unless authori- 
zation is proved: beyond a doubt.

Takes England to Fascism 


® Nothing could better show what this war 
is about than the fact that the English 
people will now face the same fascist 
tyranny at home as the German working 
people face from their “own” gang of im- 
perialist masters. 

Hitler enslaves the German people while 
he tells them that he is “liberating” them. 

Churchill enslaves the British people 
with the same false excuse. The Herald 
Tribune gives it away in this headline— 
“Britain Votes Churchill Power Equal to 
Hitler’s.” It is not the British people who 
have handed this club to their enemy. Eng- 


land and France have taken the road to . 


fascism. The’fact is that the capitalist 
class in any country quickly takes the road 
to fascist dictatorship against its own people 
as soon as the defense of its profits demands 
it. 

Every imperialist power that wages war 


against its rivals—whether it be Gemany, 


France, England, Japan or America—also 
wages war against its own people at home. 
Hitler needs the enslavement of Germany 
strike out for 
colonial empire abroad. Churchill needs the 
slavery of the English at home so that he 
can “efficiently” defend his colonial loot from 
being hi-jacked. 

A Churchill or a Chamberlain could never 
dare to slip the handcuffs on British labor. 
For this deed they need somebody like Major 
Attlee and the leadership of the British La- 
bor Party. This “Fifth Column” dons the 
costume of “Socialism” in order to sneak 
into labor’s ranks to slip the handcuffs on. 

It is the crowning Judas infamy of the 
Labor Party leaders that they dare to tell 
the English workers that the starvation of 
the-families and the serfdom in the factories 
is accompanied by “equal control” over the 
London capitalists. 

This ig the cynical lies of Social-Democ- 
ratism. Not only are the profits of the 
British capitalists soaring (The London Rail- 
ways have already been guaranteed a $200,- 
000,000 a year profit by the government). 

But the truth ig. that the Government is 
itself a weapon completely in the hands of 
the London bankers and industrialists, 

It is the historic Social-Democratic lie 
that there is “community of interest” be- 
tween Labor and Capital during war. But 
it depends on what kind of war. 

A true people’s war for the inde- 
pedence of the nation doe not require 
that the people be enslaved, enchained, and 
robbed. The Spanish Republic did not 
need to put its people in chains while it 
fought to drive the invader from its 
shores. On the contrary a people truly 
defending itself against enslavement and 
‘mvasion rises to new heights of freedom 
and popular control. This was true of our 
own Civil War. It is true of the Chinese 
aation. In the Russia of 1918, the inva- 
sion by Germany was defeated by a gi- 
gantic act of people’s defense—the So- 
-Cialist Revolution. : 

... British Social-Democracy is betraying 
British labor to the criminals of Munich, 
the criminals who strangled Spain and 
armed German fascism. But the fact that 
it is British Social-Democracy which now 
wields the whip for its masters, only speeds 
the moment when the English people, to- 
gether with their brothers of the dominions 
and the colonies will take their fate and 
their country’s future into their own hands. 

With the unmasking of Social-Democ- 
racy, the capitalist slave-masters lose their 

last reserve. The peoples will rise and im- 
pose their will for peace all the sooner.

Bishop John A. Duffy of Buffalo has not 
hesitated to oppose the White House ‘“de- 
fense” schemes. He has labelled the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congress “perhaps the 
most tragic utterance ever made in the 
United States.”

Tried Wm. Hone 
In Old London

Dimitrov once took our 
proletarian writers to task 
for failing to make literary 
use of such dramatic work- 
ers’ battles as the Reichstag 
fire trial. If William Hone, the 
fearless and witty English publicist 
of a century and a half ago, were 
alive today, Dimitrov would prize 
him. If William Hone had attend- 
ed the Hathaway trial, he would, 
like as not, have immortalized the 
proceedings in a hilarious poetic 
satire, printed it himself, and 
hawked it about from one end of 
the country to the other for two 
cents a copy. 

Hone, in his day, was a brilliant 
combination of poet and political 
leader of the “lower orders.” He 
knew all about criminal libel trials 
as a technique of ruling-class sup- 
pression against freedom of the 
press and the rights of the people, 
for he was himself subjected to at 
least three such trials, ' 


The story of these occasions, and 
of his witty and courageous defense, 


and verse, and published in -the 
form of penny pamphlets, 


A Political 
Catechism 


William Hone’s first trial for 
criminal libel opened at Guildhall, 
London, December 18, 1817, before 
Justice. Abbott, and as in the case 
of Clarence Hathaway, a Special 
(or Blue Ribbon) Jury. The “crime” 
for which he was indicted was the 
publication of a parody on the 
Church Catechism, the Lord’s 
Prayer, and the Ten Command- 
tmhents. A few excerpts from the 
satiric writings in question will 
make all too clear the reason for 
his indictment: 


, “I believe in George, the Regent 
Almighty, Maker of New Streets, 
and Knights of the Bath; and in 
the present Ministry, his only choice, 
who were conceived of Toryism, 
brought fourth of William Pitt, suf- 
fered loss of place under Charles 
James, Fox; were execrated, dead, 
and buried. In a few months they 
rose again from-their minority; they 
‘reascended the Treasury Benches, 
and sit at the right hand of a little 
man in a large wig; from whence 
they laugh at the petitions of the 
people who pray for Reform, and

@ | procure them bread.”

“VI. Thou shalt not call starvy- 
ing to death murder.” 

“VIII, Thou shalt not say that to 
rob the public is to steal.” 

His parody on the Lord’s Prayer 
goes like this: 

“Our Lord who art in the Treas- 
ury, whatsoever be thy name, thy 
power be prolonged, ... Turn us 
not out of our places; but keep us 
in the House of Commons, the land 
of Pensions and Plenty; and deliver 
us from the People. Amen.” 

By the publication of these too 
effective parodies, it was the theory 
of the prosecution that Hone had 
libelléd, not an individual, but 
“these sacred parts of Christian be- 
lief”’- in person! However, refusing 
to be cowed by such a dreadful if 
rather vague accusation, Hone, who 
could not afford an attorney, un- 
dertook his own defense, 


Hone Had a 
Defense Committee 


On the morning the trial opened, 
as he relates in his pamphlet re- 
porting the occasion, the public in- 
terest was so great that the gal- 
leries of Guildhall were crowded to 
overflowing with interested listen- 
ers an hour before the proceed- 
ings began. Not only interested, we 
gather, but sympathetic, for Wil- 
liam Hone had a defense committee, 
called the “Friends of the Liberty 
of the Press and Trial by Jury,” 
who not only gave him their moral 
support, but actually raised funds 
in his behalf, 

Sir Samuel Shepherd, the gov- 
ernment prosecutor made clear once 
more the class nature of the at- 
tempt to suppress Hone in his open- 
ing remarks: “. .. read these publi- 
cations of the defendant, and say 
if you would put them into the 
hands of those children you love. If

Did It First 


Hone’s masterly defense began 
with a description of the abusive 
treatment he had received on his 
arrest, when he was held for some 
days without being \nformed of the 
nature of the charges against him. 
Next, he took occasion in spite of 
the attempts of the judge to silence 
him to “very briefly state what he 
saw of the mode of striking juries.” 
The first. two juries selected for his 
trial, he said, were chosen by lot 
from Special Jury Lists. Upon his 
strenuous protest .to beth of these, 
a third was chosen, this time from 
“a new book of good jurymen..

This time the charge was on. 
two counts—impious libel and .se-., 
ditious libel. However,. the court- 
room was even more crowded than 
before, and there was little argu- 
ment on the second count, The 
crowd were even more yocal than 
before, and the jury more sym- 
pathetic. It must have been a sad 
day for the Honorable Lord Chief 
“Hiss Lordship,” said 
Hone, “who appeared much op- 
pressed with indisposition during 
the latter part of the trial, deliver- 
ed his charges in so faint a tone 
that it was scarcely audible beyond 
the Bench.” It is hardly necessary 
to say that the charge was to the 
effect that if the Jury “were Chris- 
tians” they would conviet. The 
jury, however, acquitted, and the 
crowd went wild with glee. 

A third trial awaited Hone, 
again for the very next day—be- 
cause of a third parody, The Sine- 
curist’s Creed. For this, too, he was 
acquitted, in spite of reactionary { 
judges and officials,

entitled The Man in the Moon. 

Tt’s quality will be clear by a few 
citations: 


‘Reform,,. Reform, the swinish 
rabble cry— 

Meaning, of course, rebellion, 
blood, and riot— 


Audacious rascals! you, my Lords, 
and I 

Know ’tis their duty to be starved 
in quiet: 

. Yes, they declare 

That we are not God's favorites 
alone— 

That they have rights to food, 
and clothes, and air, 

Oh! indications foul of revolu- 
tion— 

The villains would destroy the 
Constitution!”

Oj spinning-jennies, winding- 
wheels, and looms” 

those new proletarians of a newly- 

developing capitalism, have “grum- 

bling habits, incompatible with the 

repose of our august community,” 

so they must be fed “steel lozenges” 

to quiet their disaffection. 


Today, as in Hone’s day, the work- 
ers are being threatened with “stee) 
lozenges”—imperialist ones, in place 
of relief and jobs. Again, the at- 
tempt is being made to take away 
their right to protest, by destroying 
the freedom of the press. Clarence 
Hathaway and the Daily Worker are 
now attacked by the reactionary 
libel law, just as Hone and his 
penny parodies were attacked a 
hundred and fifty years ago. In 
the America “of 1940, we can not 
only find pleasure, but considerable 
profit and inspiration from reading 
what William Hone said, and did, 
and wrote, in 1818.
